udr among the Indians east of the Cascade 
Mountains. He took the steamer Lot 
Whitcomb tothe Cascades, at which place 
boats were to have been in readiness to 
‘convey the paity to the Dalles of tho Col 
umbia —At this place he expected to meet 
delegations from a number of tiibés east of 
the mountains, who aie disposed to 1emon 
strate against the 1emoval among them of 
any of the tribes from the east side 

At the Dalles he will investigate the 
claims of the Mission Society on the gov 
ernment, and also those at Walla Walla 
and in the Cayuse country, for losses sus 
tained. Fiom thence the route will lead 
through the countries of Nez Perces, Cour 
de Laine—thence through Okanagen, and 
across the Cascades to Puget s Sound, and 
after visitmg the Indians of that neigh- 
borhoot, he wall retuin to Oregon City by 
the Cowlitz, Columbia and Willamette 
rivers

Goop Sepp —~My advice to all farmers, 
is, “Propagate from the best.” This 
should be the motto ofevery one, Rather 
pay an exorbitant price for a valuable ar- 
ticle, than encumber your soil with that 
which will repay you with pothwg but 
perplexity and shame, I have heard farm 
cisremark that the care and seupulous 
caution exercised by some of then agri- 
cultural brethren, in the selection of then 
seeds, scions, &c, 1s all nonsense !’’—~ 
Now I entertain a very different view of 
this matter. If I seleot foi seed fiom my 
field of corn, a laige well developed, sound 


of grain, I ontertain no doubt in my own 
mind, that the product of that car, wall be 
of a superar quality ; that wt will possess, 
ma very visible and marked degree, the 
peculial excellences of the parent fiom 
which itis deuived No one who wishes 
to produce an eacellent article of hmt, 
would insert a scion of the common wild 
crab, for that purpose he would procure 
acions of the best and most valuable varı- 
„eues to be found, and thus insure the at- 
tainment of the result at which he aimed 
In sowing wheat, 1ye, oats, barley, pens, 
and other hike productions, it 1s much bet. 
ter to pay an extiavagan! price for supe- 
riot secd, than to sow a poot or infertor ar- 
ucle, even if it should be furnished free of 
gost The labor of prepaiing the soil, 
manuring, sowing and harvesting, are in 
both cases very neatly the same, and al. 
though a simali ciop may not exhaust the 
soilin the same degree as a more abund- 
ant one, yet uo farmer would take this cu- 
cuinstance into consideration against the 
disadvantages of losing a valuable crop— 
would he? My advice, therefore 19, al- 
ways procure the best seed In the end, 
no loss will result fiom this course, but the 
reverse I have always tound it so

Passed during the first session of the Thu ty-first 
Congress, 


AN ACT mahing appropuations for the 
current and contingent expenses of the 
Indian Department, and for fulfilling 
tioaty stipulations with various Indian 
tribes, fo. the year endmg June the 
thirticth, one thousand eight hundred 
and fifty-one. 

Be u enacted by the Senate and House 
of Representatwes of the United States of 
Amenca m Congress assembled, That the 
following sums be, and they are hereby

pears to be to make prosolytes, with the 
yiew to jou them at the Salt Lake to m- 
eiease their numbers Tho two mission- 
aiies appointed for Oregon, it 1s expected 
will soon anie to enter upon the duties 
of their mission We cannot think for a 
moment that we have men among us who 
will jom them and be enticed ta go with 
them, afte: obtaining the facts about then 
manner of hving and then gross immor- 
altes, which outvie in practice, the se- 
raghos of the Turks and Persians 

The puineipal part of those arved are 
families. ‘There are some 20 famihes 
among the number They left the Salt 
Lake about the last of March and arrived 


at the Dalles of the Columbia on the 2nd 
May having been 62 days on the road — 


The Oregonian learns that “they practice 
polygamy toa great estent Some of the 
prophets aie represented as having as 
many as 60 wives, all take unto them- 
selves as many as may please thei fancy 
and their means wall support ? Tinh of

Since wuting the above we have receiv- 
ed the following fiom Mr Goodell, who 
has promised to give us, as soon as he gets 
leisure, a more detailed account of the 
state of society, &e 


The number of our company, said he, 
1s 105, of them 48 are men, 19 women 
and the rest children, ineluded in 10 famı- 
hes Bemg compelled to winter among 
the Mormons, ıt gave us an opportunity 
of becoming acquainted with their man- 
neis and customs Concubinage, polyg- 
amy, and incest, are common among them 
Itis not at all uncommon fo. a man to 
tahe for his wives a mothe: and a daugh- 
ter atthe same time Poly phmy 1s pub- 
licly advocated by theloadeis Buigham 
Young, accotding to the testimony of 
Moimons themselves, has over 80 wives. 

Between 800 and 10.0 peisons, 1mmı- 
giants, wintered ın the Salt Lake valley— 
most of them were bound for Califorma 
They all suffered move or less of injustice 
and wrong from the Mormons ‘The lib. 
erty of speech was denied them Their 
lives were threatened by the heads of the 
church, if they said aught against the re- 
ligion or practices of the Mormons The 
most unjust measures were resorted to to 
10b the immigiants of thei money One 
man who ventured to say “thatif aman 
1n the States hadas many wiyes as Young, 
he would be called a wicked man,’ was 
immediately arrested and fined $50 and 
costs, 

To cap the chmas, an unjust and cruel 
tax was imposed upon them After they 
had left then settlement, they were fol- 
lowed 60 miles from then city by the 
State Maishal, with power to assess their 
propeity and collect the tay at the same 
time—authorized to seize their teams if 
the tax was nat promptly paid ‘This tus 
was 2 per cent. on every hind of property 
they posseesed—even tothe beds—ysalued 
at the prices put upon such property in 
Salt Lake valley 
to pay fiom 415, up toas high as $50 and 
360 each This, considering the cucum- 
stances in which they were placed, they 
felt sevaiely
